AMERICAN KILLED IN MEXICO 


W. H. Barke Name Found on Body; 
Beasts Had Attacked It.

MEXICO CITY, April 18.—Dis- 
patches to the newspaper El Uni- 
versal from Saltillo tonight said a 
forest guard in the Boca De Lor- 
enzo area had discovered the body 
of an American in whose pocket 
was a notebook bearing the name 
William H. Barke and an address 
in Chicago.

When Queen Mary died and was 
succeeded off the throne of En- 
gland by her half-sister, Elizabeth, 
Philip sought to pay court to the 
new Queen.

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THE SPANISH REPUBLIC’S CREDENTIALS. 

The question of whether the United States shal! 
recognize the new Spanish Republic now is before 
the State Department, and a decision may be ex- 
pected in a few days. According to the standard set 
up by Secretary Hughes in 1928, recognition should 
depend on a new government's stability and on 
popular approval of the people whose rule it has un- 
dertaken. z 

Few revolutions are accompanied by such formal 
expressfons of the popular will as was that in Spain. 
The results of the municipal elections last Sunday 
were overwhelmingly anti-monarchist, and led direct- 
ly to the overturn. Some royalist sentiment lingers, 
chiefly among. the grandees and their hangers-on, but 
the people have spoken plainly. The United States 
has recognized numerous South American revolu- 
tionary governments which seized office by coup 
d’etat and claimed popular support, though with no 
such credentials to back up the assertion as the 
Spanish Republic can offer’in its election figures. 
The King’s hasty departure bolsters considerably the 
new Republic’s stability. He has announced that he 
will not fight for the throne, but will return only 
when and if the people call for him. The new re- 
gime’s assumption of the monarchy’s debts speaks 
eloquently for its good faith. ‘ 

Recognition of the Spanish Republic would follow 
our nation’s best traditions. When the South Amer- 


Bourbon rule more than a 
century ago, we led the world in recognizing them. 
and set up eur Monroe Doctrine to guarantee their 
liberties. Now that the Spanish people at home have 
likewise cast off the Bourbon yoke, consistency and 
justice call for similar recognition. France and sev- 
eral Latin American countries already have assumed 
diplomatic relations with the Zamora regime. Early 
action by our own Republic in welcoming the new- 
comer into the family of democracy would go far to

ANOTHER MONARCH WHOSE DAYS 
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) Twilight of the Economic Gods 


Having trusted its future to bankers and economists, world now finds they have failed 
deplorably; three major debacles, German reparations mess, non-recognition >t 
Russia and neglect of China's needs, helped bring. present crisis; politics and 
diplomacy about to displace financiers in public esteem as lesser of two evils.

OR a fat decade we have been hearing 

—chiefly from the bankers and busi- 

ness men—that bankers and business 
men are pre-eminently qualified to manage 
worid affairs and that politicians and so- 
ciologists are either inefficient kKnaves or 
dangerous cranks. Prompted by the big 
bankers, we have dutifully held our noses 
whenever politics or statesmanship was 
mentioned. We have actually been persuad- 
ed that banks and money can cure aDy in- 
ternational ailment, from military flatulence 
down to hardening of the political arteries. 

This golden age of bankers is passing, 
however. We are witnessing the twilight 
of the economic gods. The eld theory that 
the best way to make every one healthy, 
wealthy and wise is to let‘the rich get rich 
and the poor get children is as dead as 
McKinley. Our whole system is on trial, 
in Our own eyes, for the first time in 69 
years. Never again will we take it for 
granted that a banker must necessarily be 
right or a reformer necessarily wrong. 

If our economic leaders had been en- 
cowed with more knowledge than is at the 
disposal of the average intelligent man. they 
might have had a little more luck in head- 
ing off this recent world disaster. As it 
was, they were unable to do so as they 
had bound themselves to the insane, if hu- 
man, dogma that nothing had any existence 
which was not purely financial. There were 
no racial animositiesg, no political problems, 
no diplomatic arrangements or historical 
traditions, no conflicts of culture oer clash 
of systems; nothing but loans, currencies, 
trade balances and risks. 

. a * 

As a consequénce of this ecOnomic ef- 
frontery, the bankers were entrusted with 
world power for a decade. and made a cém- 
plete mess of it and of the world. There 
are, for example, three major problems 
which must be settled before the world é@an 
regain its economic health. jankers can- 
not settle them, because they are political 
problems. but bankers and economists could 
have called attention to their existence and 
demanded their solution by the political 
forces of society as a prerequisite to pros- 
perity. These problems are not unéemploy- 
ment, deflation and debt—for these are 
only the symptoms of the failure of eco- 
nomic statesmanship. The failure lies 
deeper—in politicse—in Germany, Russia 
and China. j 

The bankers have had two chances to 
deai with the question of German repara- 
tions—by the Dawes plan of°1924 and the 
Young plan of 1929. The failure was worse 
than abysmal, for the bankers preferred to 
base the financial credit of the entire world 
on the shaky foundation of reparations 
rather than admit their own inadequacy. 

There is no doubt that the Germans 
should pay reparations. They have admitted 
it repeatedly. There is, 6n the other hand. 
still less doubt that their liability to pay 
ought to be settled by arbitral procedure. 
Uur bankers simply reckoned German ca- 
pacity to pay, never German liability to pay, 
and so put international credit at the mercy 
of a German default 6r a moratorium. 

The second failure is even more damning, 

tf semewhat more understandable. Despite 


the fact that, without Russia. the world is 
economically lamé, our professional econo- 
mists have attempted to get on without 
Russia for 12 fateful vears. For the sake 
of a few millions sunk in deplorable anemic 
Czarist bonds and for the love of a few 
bales of depreciated rubles. the bankers 
strenuously Oppressed any effort to adjust 
our society to the Russian experiment. They 
instituted and maintained a financial and 
economic blockade against the Soviets. 
Even today they act as though they were 
conferring an inestimable boon in permit- 
ting the Russians to buy our goods. 

inally, the disorganized condition of 
China has placed a huge burden upon worid 
trade and has be¢én a drag upon world 
prosperity for years. 
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When the bankers and their friends. tha 
economists, can prove themselves so wrong 
as to misjudge the political potentialities of 
the Germans, the most vital race in Europe, 
of the Russians, tre most pertentous peo- 


ple in Asia, and of the Chinese, the most’ 


Bumerous and industrious race in the 
world; when the financiers leave out of 
reckoning a full third of the human race. 
we cannot be expected to have too much 
respect for thém. 

The plain fact is that neither our econo- 
mists nor Our bankers have the foggiest 
notion of where we are going or how we 
are gOing to get there. They scold and 
mock Soviet Russia for her ambitious five- 
year plan, and have no corresponding idea 
of what is to be our own course in the next 
three years. They denounce socialism and 
then applaud the use of half a billion of 
the taxpayers’ money to pay the farmers 
for producing too much at a loss. 

Of course, Our economic leaders are not 
aitogether to blame. Just as the World 
War demonstrated the bankruptcy of poli- 
tics, so it seemed logical for the worid to 
turn to non-political leaders.

Our economic leaders have never had the 
power which they have claimed for them- 
selves. Economics, in their hands has been 
a seience which is purely descriptive. like 
geography. Their “solutions” have simply 
been sublimated political maneuvers. Their 
failures have been political failures. 

For their pretense that they alone could 
@o the job, they are being punished by the 
obvious fact that the job is still undone. 
Rather than admit their own fallibility, 
they have preferred to lay a time-bomb un- 
der intérnational credit and to endangér 
our entire economic system.

DIRECTOR OF METROPOLITAN 
MUSEUM OF ART DIES AT 71 


Edward Robinson, Head of New 
York Institution Since 1910; 
Formerly at Boston. 

NEW YORK, April 18.—Edwaré 
Robinson, director of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art since 1910 
and for many years connected with 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, 
died today after an illness of sev- 
eral months. He was 71-years old. 

Robinson was born in Boston. 
After his graduation from Harvard 
he spent five years in 
Europe studying classical archeol- 
ozy. In 1885 he became curator of 
classical antiiquities at Boston Mu- 
seum. He was elected director of 
that institution in 1902.

ARY PICKFORD, whose films are getting fewer and fewer, is 

trying her hand—and her figure—in a type of picture new to

HE departure of the Smith family from Toronto came as the 

result of an offer from Hal Reid, father of the later famous 

“Wally.’” Reid had graduated from the role of leading man of 
Col. John D. Hopkins’ stock company here in St. Louis and had 
written a play called “In Convict’s' Stripes,” in which Gladys assumed 
a role. To obtain her, the company had to engage the whole family, 
her mother, sister Lottie and brother Jack Thus began several years 
“on the road, during which Gladys was starred in “The Fatal Wed- 
ding,’ and made at least one appearance here at the old_Havlin's 
Theater, 

Determined to become a great actress, Gladys Smith managed to 
see David Belasco and asked him for a chance. He said that he 
would keep her in mind, and suggested that she take Mary Pickford 
for her professional name. Mary was her saint’s name, and Pickford 
was a family name. He little thought that he was christening a 
future star. Months later he sent for her and gave her the role 
of Betty Warren in ‘‘The Warrens of Virginia.”

NE day she went to the old Biograph studios out of curiosity. 

D. W. Griffith engaged her for her first film appearance, a 5600- 

foot affair called “Her First Biscuits.”” She remained with Bio- 
graph 18 monthe, going from $40 a week to $5000 a year, a tremen- 
dous salary at that time. Later Belasco presented her in “A Good 
Little Devil.” In 1913 she made a film of the play for Famous 
Players and never again returned to the stage. 

The list of pictures in which she has appeared, and which bullt 
up an international following, runs into seores. Her rise on the 
screen ‘was phenomenal. America was looking for a screen sweet- 
heart. The title of “America’s Sweetheart” was coined by Sydney 
Grauman, dean of Pacific Coast showmen.

Players Co. in 1915 with an amazing salary. In 1916 the Mary 
Pickford Co. was organized; in 1918 she became an independent 
producer, and in 1919 she became one of the original organizers of 
the United Artists Corporation.

N the good old days—good long after Mary Pickford was breaking 
into pictures—getting in the movies was easierand more romantic 
than it is now and Eddie Cline, who directed Bert Wheeler and 
Robert Woolsey in Radio Pictures’ “Cracked Nuts,’ now showing at 
ihe St. Louis Theater, never had a chance to break into the movies— 
he was literally pushed into them. 

In 1913 Cline rented his dilapidated old Ford to Mack Sennett 
for use in a picture. The director became ili, and Sennett, casting 
about for a new megaphopist, espied young Cline nodding in his 
flivver. 

“Say,” said the king of comedies, “what do you think I pay 
you for?” , 

Cline didn’t know. and he sald so.

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Why Car Oil ‘FE; ilter 
Should Be Replaced 
at Every 10,000 Miles 


An oil filter delays wear by pre- 
venting dust, carbon, grit and sand 
from mixing with auto engine oil, 
according to C. W. Jacobs, general 
service manager of the Buick Mot- 
or Co. 


The oil filter consists of a rect- 
angular bag, made from _§ special 
flannel, with the nap side forming 
the inner wall of the bag,” he says. 
“The bag has an iniet channel 
which connects with a series of 
other channels running the length 
of the bag. The Oil is thus filtered 
through the channels in the bag, 
the dirt remaining on the inside of

the channels and the clean oi! ! 
feeding back to the engine. | 

“This filtering bag is rolled up 
and fits into a metal screen, which 
is placed in a cylindrical metal con- 
tainer having inlet and outlet con- 
nections to the oil supply. 

“As much as two pounds of 
sludge, including much abrasive 
matter, is removed from the crank- 
case oil by the oil filter in 10,000 
miles of average driving. The re- 
moval of this foreign matter from 
the oil saves wear and thus min- 
imizes need for replacement of va- 
rious working parts of the engine. 
Use of the oil filter enables Buick 
to recommend changing the oil only 
four times a year. 

The filter functions at high ef- 
ficiency until every inch of the fil- 
tering area has been filled with 
residue, which occurs about every 
10,000 miles of driving. Then the 
oil filter cartridge should be re-

He mounted the pulpit 
and cut loose with a blast against the 
old-time religion that must have made 
William Jennings Bryan's wings curl 
with fury. 

“Ie there no joy, no greatness, in 
living?’ Lewis demanded in the course 
of his harangue. ‘‘Is it the fear of 
hell that makes us good? If this 
theory is part of the Christian religion, 
then damn your Christian religion!”’ 


ND then Lewis performed an ex- 

periment to demonstrate to his 

audience that if there was a God 
in heaven, He was really a good scout 
and very sparing of His thunderbolts. 
Lewis took out his watch, defied God 
to strike him dead, and gave God 10 
minutes in which to make up His mind 
about the matter. 

‘‘Here is a lovely chance,’’ declared 
the future winner of the Noble Prize 
for literature, ‘‘for God to show what 
He can do.” 

As everyone knows, God did not 
strike Lewis, probably foreseeing the 
day when the job would be handled 
by Theodore Dreiser. Nevertheless, the 
affair provoked considerable comment. 
The pious, of course, wrathfully con- 


published a book, ‘The 
New Russia,’ which was a 
collection of a _ series of 
newspaper articles she had 
written about Russia. Two 
months later Dreiser pub- 
lished a book, ‘Dreiser 
Looks at Russia.’ It was 
immediately seen that a

demned it as blasphemy, which, of 
course it was, but even those who 
shared Lewis’ atheistic convictions 
were inclined to regard the demonstra- 
tion as a display of childishness, and 
one in very poor taste. 

It was in 1926, too, that Lewis re- 
fused to accept the Pulitzer Prize for 
his novel ‘“‘Arrowsmith,"’ delivering 
himself of a sharp denunciation of 
literary awards in general and, by im- 
plication, taking at the same time a 
crack at his fellow authors who had 
accepted the award on other occasions. 

Lewis continued to write books, but 
he didn’t erupt again in person until 
he received the Nobel Prize last year. 
There were, of course, a number of 
American critics who publicly declared 
that the selection of Lewis for the 
honor was a dubious compliment to 
American literature, and this evoked a 
number of retaliatory statements from

Up to 
this time Lewis and Dreiser had been 
on very friendly terms, but Lewis came 
to his wife's defense and pointed out 
to newspapermen that on two former 
occasions Dreiser had published writ- 
ings remarkable for their likeness to 
the previously published works of 
other authors. That, naturally, mark- 
ed the end of a beautiful friendship 
between the two authors, but when 
Lewis praised Dreiser so earnestly at 
Stockholm everyone assumed that the 
feud was over. 


T LEAST that seems to have

Long, editor of Cosmopolitan, 
for when he decided to give a din- 
ner at the Metropolitan Club in 
honor of Boris Pilnyak, a Russian 
novelist, he included Lewis and 
Dreiser among the 22 writers and 
critics who were invited. The din- 
ner took place on March 19. Lewis 
bad previously been asked if he 
would make a short speech and 

he had said he would be 
giad to do so.

Cobb then told 
Pilnyak how glad they all were to be 
with him and concluded by saying 
“You see, we don't know your work 
well enough yet to be jealous.’ And 
the speech-making continued as 
though no bomb had been exploded 


('T as soon as the amenities were 

concluded, Dreiser invited Lewis 

into an adjoining room to have 
the matter out. Their voices grew 
steadily louder, a table was pounded 
and other guests dropped in to see how 
the two famous men were getting 
along. They came in just in time to 
see Dreiser raise one of his huge hands 
and slap Lewis on the face, and then 
raise the other hand and slap him on 
the other cheek. Friends rushed be 
tween them. Apparently more amazed 
than hurt, Lewis walked into the larg 
er room and to those who had not wit 
nessed the affair calmly announced 
‘Dreiser just slapped me twice 

This incident, however, didn't break 
up the jolly party in Boris Pilnyak’s 
honor; perhaps it even made him feel 
more at home. Nevertheless, Lewis 
and Dreiser were kept apart the rest 
of the evening A few days later the 
story leaked out and both Dreiser and 
Lewis were interviewed. Dreiser. who 
is 59 years old, defended his action by 
suying that any man would have dons 
the same thing under the eir 
cumstances, and said that he would do 
it again if insulted, although he ex 
pressed surprise that Lewis, who is 
13 years his junior, didn’t strike 
him back. Lewis, when interviewed, 
described the incident as ‘‘outrageous 
and scandalous.’ Oddly enough, al! 
through the interview Lewis referred 
to Dreiser as ‘‘Theodore,”’ and a few 
days later, while making a speech on 
American literature in Toledo, he ex- 
tolled Dreiser's writing and made no 
reference to the plagiarism charge or 
the slapping. 

It is barely possible that this affair 
will incline the Nobel Prize winner to 
restrain his impetuousnessa in the 
future. He may resolve to keep out of 
trouble by sticking to his farm and 
devoting himself exclusively to writ 
ing. Some say that it would be a great 
gain for literature, but there are 
others who insist that Lewis’ persona! 
scraps are more interesting thaff his 
books. Chances are that Lewis, hav 
ing red hair and a literary talent, too,
